At the Aug. 24th meeting of 
the group several points of future 
planning were decided upon. 
Books of tickets on the current 
“Grey Brick” raffle or $250 cash 
were given out. Upon completion 
of harvest a community auction 
will be held and auctioneers Tom 
Ruggles, Commodore Allen and 
Wally Franks will be asked for 
assistance in this sale. •

As was described in the financial 
statement of the society which 
appeared in the Aug. 31 Advocate, 
the framework and useable por¬ 
tions of the former Meadowlark 
Curling Rink of Calgary, complete 
with ice plant, purchased for 


$30,000, is stored at Vulcan and 
a bdnk balance of $173.52 is 
shown. Major liability of the 
society is a bank loan of $6,425.81 
and a final payment of $744.01 to 
Bill Wearmouth Holdings, Calgary, 
through whom purchase of the 
rink was negotiated. 

The similar plebiscite held in 
conjunction with town elections 
last year required a two-thirds 
majority and was narrowly de¬ 
feated, 140 votes in favor and 
109 against. Stride that time new 
provincial legislation conditionally 


removes the two-thirds clause in 
a plebiscite of this kind. If more 
than 50 per cent of those eligible 
to vote do cast their ballot then 
a favoring majority of over 50 
per cent only is needed. If less 
than 50 per cent of those eligible 
turn out at the polls, then a two- 
thirds majority is needed. A com¬ 
mittee has been investigating pos¬ 
sibilities of such a plebiscite and 
will attend the Sept. 12 council 
meeting with their proposal.

The youth of the Milo and Vul¬ 
can districts have been given a 
challenge to develop a plan for 
world peace by their local Lions 
Clubs— a challenge that could earn 
one of them a $25,000 educational 
and or career assistance grant. 

The Milo and Vulcan Lions Clubs, 
together with Lions Clubs through¬ 
out the world, are sponsoring a 
world-wide essay contest for the 
world’s youth on the most im¬ 
portant world subject today— 
Peace. The contest offers $50,000 
in total awards, including the 
$25,000 first prize, eight semi-final 
world regional awards of $1,000 
each and travel expenses for the 
eight winners to Chicago, Illinois 
in July, 1967. At that time the 
prize winner will be chosen from 
the eight. Also, more than 20,000 
local, district and multiple district 
awards will be made. 

In announcing the contest locally, 
M i 1 o Lions President Murray 
Phillips and President Evan 
Williams of the Vulcan club ex¬ 
pressed hope that such a world¬ 
wide prestige award would come 
to this area. 

The contest, open to young people 
who will be 14 but less than 22 
years of age as of January 15,1967, 
was announced by the President 
of Lions International, Edward M. 
Lindsey, of Lawrenceburg, Tenn., 
during the Association’s Annual In¬ 
ternational Convention in New 
York. 

The Peace Essay Contest is 
divided into eight world divisions 
for the $1,000 prize with a winner 
from the two area clubs advancing 
to Lions Districts 37 competition 
in his (her) effort to qualify for 
the multiple district contest. 

The Contest, sponsored by more 
than 20,000 Lions Clubs in more 
than 130 countries in the free 
world, will be the largest Peace 
Essay contest in the world today, 
and has as its purpose the develop¬ 
ment of a formula for world peace. 

"We want to alert our youth 
to the need for world peace and 
focus attention on that important 
goal,” say its sponsors. 

In announcing the contest inter¬ 
nationally, President Lindsay said 
that Lions International, t h e 
world’s largest service club or¬ 
ganization is well qualified to spon¬ 


sor such a contest. 

He said the world-wide repre¬ 
sentation of Lions, the attention 
given to international relations and 
ftiendship between different 
nationalities and their participation 
in international humanitarian pro¬ 
grams were their credentials for 
the- patrongae of the contest. 

Contestants should submit their 
entries in essay form, not to ex¬ 
ceed 5,000 words. 

Judging will Tall into four cate¬ 
gories; 75 per cent to style and 
five per cent to mechanics (this 
segment will be used to appraise 
the grammatical construction of the 
essay). 

Three judges will be appointed 
to evaluate entries submitted to 
the two clubs. If a local winner 
can advance through fh? judging 
stages up to the world finals he 
will receive an expense-paid trip 
to Chicago to attend the Lions 
International 50th Convention for 
the final judging of his essay in 
addition to the $1,000 award. 

Both club presidents are hopeful 
local young people will accept the 
challenge and enter the contest. 
Closing date for the club’s contest 
is December 10, 1966. 

Students wishing to enter the 
contest should contact one of the 
Milo or Vulcan Lions to get full 
details. 

Each applicant will be limited to 
one entry, with one winner’s essay 
eligible to compete in the Lions 
District 37 contest. Winner of the 
district contest will be entered in 
state or country contest. Each 
country or multiple district winner 
will be entered in one of the eight 
world divisions.

2, 
show most districts receiving one- 
third to one-half inch of rain. 

A good demand is reported for 
harvesting machinery and for new 
granaries. Haivest help is very 
scarce and many farm wives find 
themselves wheeling trucks from 
combine to bin.

A backflood irrigation and drain¬ 
age project constructed approx¬ 
imately three -ujiles northeast of 
Yorkton, Sask./Ns^ proving the 
benefits that may be realized from 
the development of seemingly 
useless and annoying sloughs. 

The project involves three farm¬ 
ers who shared a large slough 
covering 135 acres of land on 
which little or no producion had 
been realized in 50 years. How 
could access of farm machinery 
into this area be gained, while at 
the same time making use of the 
water supply available? This was 
the problem to be solved. 

To make the land accessible to 
farm machinery, and make pro¬ 
duction possible, a drainage 
ditch and dyke system with a 
total length of 7,700 feet was con¬ 
structed by use of a dragline. This 
provided access to the area and 
permitted hay production. Then! 
by the simple and relatively inex-

pensive installation of a control 
gate and culvert, it was possible 
to use spring runoff water to flood 
irrigate the soil in the interests 
of increased production. 

Technical services and construc¬ 
tion supervision of the project was 
provided by the Melville district 
office of the Prairie Farm Rehabili¬ 
tation Administration's Water De¬ 
velopment Service. This also in¬ 
volved determination of the eco¬ 
nomic feasibility of the project 
prior to construction to allay the 
doubts in the minds of the farm¬ 
ers involved. Now that cost and 
production figures are available, 
the participants are in complete 
accord in their praise of the 
scheme. 

The cost of ditching, dyking and 
installation of the backflood con¬ 
trol structure was $1,761. Federal 
Government assistance through 
PFRA was $789, leaving a cost to 
the farmers of $972, or $7.20 per 


acre for the land restored to pro¬ 
duction. This year, with the aid of 
backfiooding, over 12,000 bales of 
slough grass was harvested. With 
only 110 head of cattle between 
them, the farmers were able to 
sell a large quantity of hay after 
meeting their requirements. The 
total hay crop of 300 tons at an 
average of $20 per ton, has re¬ 
turned them a gross amount of 
$6,000 for one season’s operation. 

The three farmers have not 
decided on the course of action 
which they will take as a result 
of their newfound feed supply. 
One thing they do plan on Is im¬ 
provement of the quality of the 
present product through the 
broadcasting of brome seed. If 
they can find sufficient pasture, 
they may Increase their livestock 
numbers, or they can continue to 
sell hay. Whatever their decision, 
they have found gold at the bot¬ 
tom of a slough.

Sow the wind, it warns in the Old Testament, 
and you shall reap the whirlwind. 

It is a warning that crowds into the mind with 
regard to the rash of illegal strikes that has broken 
out across Canada, and particularly to the mob of 
strikers who defied police and union leaders and vir¬ 
tually seized the Steel Company of Canada’s Hamilton 
works. 

“The strike,” says a news report, “was sparked 
by fewer than 200 workers, many of whom roamed 
the plant instructing other workers to leave their 
jobs. Some strikers broke into supplier plants, which 
are not part of the Stelco group, and cut power cables 
to try to force workers to leave their posts. The strike 
appeared to have been well organized, but neither 
the union nor the company could identify those be¬ 
hind it. Some attributed it to young hotheads, others 
to Communists and still others to a group of Cana¬ 
dian autonomists within the union.” 

It may be an unwelcome truth, but labor’s leaders 
have contributed to this spirit of lawlessness. They 
have long fostered disrespect and dislike for “the 
boss." Recently they have fomented defiance of the 
law. When the leaders of illegal mass picketing at 
Peterborough. Ontario, were convicted and sentenced, 
one labor leader denounced the judge as impertinent; 
another told the press, “if we can’t find ways of con¬ 
forming to the directions of the court we will have to 
disobey the court order”; another counselled union 
members all over Ontario to go out and repeat the 
offence, and added that the province would need new 
jails to hold all the union lawbreakers.

Call it stroke, apoplexy or cere¬ 
brovascular incident. By any name 
is causes one death in ten in 
Canada. Stroke is the third leading 
cause of death, outranked only by 
heart attacks and cancer. These 
facts are on the negative side of 
the ledger. 

But there is another side to the 
stroke ledger, one growing bright¬ 
er all the time. The Alberta Heart 
Foundation says that from 1950 to 
1960, the death rate from stroke 
declined 22% among men aged 45 
to 65. It says there is reason for 
optimism because in each year of 
the past decade research has un¬ 
covered and developed major aids 
for treatment and prevention. 

There are several causes of 
stroke. As in heart attack, the 
underlying process setting the 
Stage for a stroke is atheroscler¬ 
osis, a condition in which arteries 
are clogged or narrowed by fatty 
deposits. In heart attack, clogging 
blood blocks flow to a part of the 
heart muscle. In stroke, artery 
clogging impedes blood flow to the 
brain. 

Although the brain is only two 
percent of body weight it receiv¬ 
es twenty percent of the heart's 
total output of blood. When a part 
of the brain is deprived of oxygen¬ 
laden blood, its nerve cells cannot 
function. Depending on which cells 
are knocked out, one may not be 
able to remember a telephone 
number or tie his shoes because 
the brain calls the signals that 
make minds and bodies work. 

Like heart attacks, not all strokes 
are fatal, and many affected are 
back at work. Strokes vary widely 
in pattern and severity. Some 
strokes are so mild, they go almost 
unnoticed. Others, more severe, 
and affecting extensive areas of 
-the brain can cause paralysis. 

While prevention of stroke is the 
ultimate turn, there is much a 
doctor can do for the stroke suf¬ 
ferer. Almost immediately after a 
stroke the doctor may suggest pas¬ 
sive exercise and massage to pre¬ 
vent muscle wasting. Here the pat¬ 
ient’s family can be extremely 


helpful. The family's wholehearted 
co-operation with the doctor plays 
a vital role in patient recovery. 
When rehabilitation starts prompt¬ 
ly and is carried out faithfully, 
even severely paralyzed patients 
can make great progress in regain¬ 
ing functions impaired by stroke. 

With recent research develop¬ 
ments stroke is no longer hopeless 
and it can be expected that con¬ 
tinued research w i 11 uncover 
more ways to help even larger 
numbers of stroke patients, and 
ultimately to prevent the occur¬ 
rence of stroke.

GRAIN STORAGE INSECTS: 

The large losses in farm stored 
grain of past years can be avoid¬ 
ed.
